Through the provisions of a bill 
passed in the House of Representa­ 
tives last week, Luke A W estenber- 
ger, Gettysburg R. D., a graduate of 
Gettysburg college in the class of 
1936, was given permission to file a 
claim with the United States Em­ 
ployes’ 
Compensation 
commission 
for the loss of an eye due to an in­ 
jury received here while he was be­ 
ing employed by the National Youth 
adm inistration. 
W estenberger, who was a recipient 
of student aid from the N. Y. A, 
was injured on May 27, 1936, while 
repairing a door in a Gettysburg 
college building. 
A piece ol steel 
broke from the tool he was using 
and struck his left eye. This injurs 
subsequently 
necessitated 
the

moval of the eye. 
In July, 1937, Congressman Harry

In order to permit W estenberger 
to file a claim under the compensa­

act, 
.special 
legislation

necessary inasmuch as tile provi­ 
sions of the cornpensut ion act were 
not extended to employes of the Na­ 
tional Youth adm inistration until 
about two weeks after the college 
student was injured 
W ith the passage of the act last 
week, W estenberger may now file 
claim for about $866 in disability

"The Omnipresence of God," was 
the theme of the sermon delivered 
by the Rev. Howard Schley Fox. pas­ 
tor of the Trinity Evangelical Re­ 
formed church, Sunday morning. 
His text 
was taken from Psalm 
139:7; "W hither shall I go from 
Thy spirit? Or whither shall I flee 
from Thy presence?" 
The sermon, in part, follows: 
"To the psalmist God was every­ 
where. He could not be escaped no 
matter what it might be. 
Even in 
tile most unexpected places behold 
there he found God. The presence 
of God in tne world has always been 
a fundamental truth of Christianity. 
We do not believe that He is far 
away in the heavens, seated on a 
great white throne looking down on 
the earth below and detached from 
the lives which men and women are 
living here. 
‘ God is not only in the heavens. 
He is here. The heaven of heavens 
cannot contain Him. 
He is every­ 
where. 
Our eyes may. beholden 
that we cannot see Him, but the 
faith is in our eves and not in His 
presence. 
Goo crowds upon us on 
,ery side. 
He is in the street, in 
our homes, on the hills, by the sea­ 
side 
He is present in all the glories 
of nature as well as in every human 
experience. 
We cannot get away 
from God.” 
Various Conceptions of Deity 
Continuing the Rev. Mr. Fox said: 
"What is this God like of whom the 
psalmist is speaking? To many the 
t,Id idea of God in the form of man 
is still in the background of the 
mind. 
We find that same idea 
x- 
piessed in what was a famous play 
on the legitimate stage tor some 
years called "Green Pastures." 
We 
find this same idea expressing itself 
in the Bible. 
Early .stories tell of 
God walking in the cool ot the day 
and conversing with Adam and Eve 
The Bible is full of this conception. 
so much so that when Michael An­ 
gelo wanted to paint his famous 
picture on the walls of the Sistine 
chapel in Rome he placed God, high 
and lifted up. seated on a great 
white throne. 
All such expressions 
convey the idea that God is apart 
from and outside tho world and as 
being a person like an immensely 
magnified man. 
We can readily see how this idea 


cannot, be true when we read the j 
Holy Writ correctly, especially as we j 
note the pictures of Jesus concern- ( 
ing His Heavenly Father. 
And yet, f 
while we cannot see the truth in the II 
m atter we do know that it teaches 
us a profound lesson concerning 
God. It enables us to think of Him 
in a definite and concrete way. 
"The modern conception of God. 
however, is that God is immanent. 
By the immanence of God we mean 
that God is not only present every­ 
where, but that He inheres in all 
things and is the immediate and 
active cause of all the operation of 
nature. 
The forces of nature are 
not forces which He has set in 
operation, but they are God himself 
actively at work producing various 
results." 
Presence in Universe 
The Rev. Mr Fox continued: "It 
has sometimes been asked whether 
this conception of God does not j 
simply identify God with nature and < 
make everything God. 
Tilt answer ! 
to the question may be put in this 
manner, that God is not only re­ 
siding in and controlling the nat­ 
ural world, but that He aLso is tran ­ 
scendent and beyond ail worlds. 
"These may be difficult thoughts 
for us to think and been use of the 
difficulty we may riot think about it. 
Be that as it may. the essential 
thing tor us to remember is Gods 
presence in the universe and that 
He is not lar awny from us but close 
at hand to every individual 
"Yes. God is in the distances, but 
let us not forget the teaching of 
the psalmist to the fact that God 
is everywhere. He is right here with 
us 
He is every ready to assist. Per­ 
haps if men would realize this fact 
they would begin to make this world 
an entirely different kind of world." '
